while Representative Fordney, republi- 
can, offered an amendment to extend 
from March to June, 1014, the time when 
the new sugar tariff becomes effective. 


.Representatives Fordncy, Jlurdock and 


Payne and Senators Pcnrosc anil LaFol- 
lette did not sign the conference report. 
Senator Lodge was absent. Xo definite 
agreement had been reached by the dem- 
ocratic committee member* today as to 
what should be done with the cotton 
futures question; but it was said that 
•when a second conference is arranged 
on the amendment it may be dropped 
from the bill. 
While President Wilson 


has favored the proposed compromise 
plan advanced by house leaders he made 
it clear today he would not Insist on its 
being put into tbc bill. 


Report Goes to House. 


Majority Leader Underwood presented 


the conference report as soon as the 
house met. He explained that members 
might wish to debate its acceptance for 
some time and secured an agreement by 
which the house will meet at eleven 
o'clock 
instead 
of 
noon 
tomorrow. 


"After the report is acted upon," said 
Mr. Underwood, "we expect to take up 
and act upon the senate amendment re- 
lating to cotton futures, which is the 
only thing iu disagreement between the 
two houses." 


The conference report did not appear 


In the senate at today's session and Sen- 
ator Kern secured unanimous consent, 
that today's adjournment of the senate 
should extend until Wednesday. 
By 


that time it is expected the house will 
have disposed of the report. 


Carries Many Changes. 


In the form, in which the tariff bill 


.ultimately will go to President Wilson 
for 
his signature, it 
carries 
many 


changes from the original Underwood 
bill passed by 
the 
house 
last May. 


While the senate gave way mi many of 
Its amendments ill the two weeks' fight 
In the conference committee, many im- 
portant changes were retained and the 
general average of rates of the. house 
• bill was reduced about, four per cent, ad 


ralorem. 


In a summary of the agreements thnt 


have been informally announced from 
day to day during the conference work 
the report shows the following import- 
ant alterations of the original Under- 
wood bill: 
The tax rate on incomes 


above $75:000 was increased by a grad- 


uated scale from 3 per cent, to 7 per 
cent, and the income tax exemption re- 
duced from $4,00(1 to $3.000. 
Artichs 


added to the free list include pig iron, 
ferro manganese ore. cheap grades of 
iron, cattle and other 
food animals; 


wheat, flour, flax, hemp, sugar refining 
machinery, school text books, sandblast 
machinery, indigo 
dyes, photographic 


moving picture films, cement asphalt 
and many other articles. 


A new classification for woolen stock- 


ings, gloves and mittens, makes a re- 
duction from the house rate on these, 
valued at less than $1.20 a dozen, and 
an increase on those above. 
Angora 


wool and articles made from it were 
given a higher duty than in the house 
bill. 


Some Other Changes. 


The house rate on silk ribbons and 


narrow fabrics was increased from 40 
to 45 per cent., while the house rate on 
common paper box boards, and papers 
used for photographic prints, were re- 
duced. 
An increased rate of duty was 


provided for litographic views of Amer- 
ican scenes and the rate on surface coat- 
ed papers suitable for covering boxes

Mott Osbornc, chairman of the state 
commission on prison reform, entered 
Auburn prison this morning to serve a 
short term, self imposed, for the purpose 
of vindicating the effort of the present 
prison system on the mental and phy- 
sical condition of a man. 


He was assigned to the "idle gang," 


has a cell in the south wing and will 
live the life of a convict in every detail 
while 
in prison. 
His. moustache was 


shaved olf but his hair, cropped closely 
normally, was untouched. He wears a 
convict's uniform. 


Tlie arrival of Mr. Osborne inside the 


prison was without incident and the con- 
victs to all outward appearances, are 
faithfully honoring the request he made 
yesterday that they consider him as one 
of them. 
In prison uniform the local 


guards who knew him well outside failed 
to recognize the new arrival. 
With 


moustache gone and grey uniform his 
complexion appeared automatically to 
assume the so-called prison pallor. 


Mr. Osborne was led down the yard to 


Acting Deputy Warden Patterson's of- 
fice and after a fell was assigned the 
prison life began. 
His fellow townsmen 


on.the outside had repeated many times 
today: 
"Wonder how Tom will like 


bread and tea for supper in a coll instead 
of a five course dinner at home tonight?" 


The convicts seem to realize that his 


errand is one of great, moment in the 
matter of prison life in the future and 
are willing to co-operate in any way 
he may suggest to help him accomplish 
his purpose.

B. Apploby was standing at the station 
talking to Flagman W. C. Bond. 
With- 


out warning tho two negroes fired on 
them and both fell. 
Then the negroes 


directed thuir fire at Claude Freeman, 
who was waiting for a train to take 
him to his home at Fnyctte. Miss. He 
was instantly killed. The negroes then 
fired into the train, terrorizing the pas- 
sengers. 


Negroes Seek Kefuge. 


With the. blood lust at 
the highest 


pitch, the two negroes nuidu their way 
to a cotton seed house near by. 
It is 


believed they then realized that this 
wholesale killing could not long con- 
tinue without opposition and that they 
determined to make their lust stand at 
the seed house. 


Frightened citizens by this time had 


gathered their forces together and tele- 
phoned for Sheriff Hummelt, at Fny- 
ette. 
Summoning former Sheriff (Jillis 


to accompany him, Ifammctl started fur 
Unrrieton on horseback, arriving about 
." o'clock. A small crowd of men was 
firing into the seed house, but no one 
had ventured to lead the posse to the 
place. 


Taking a few men with him. Sheriff

Failure to Register for Full Citizenship 


Does Not Disfranchise. 


t'p to the time of closing the office, of 


the county clerk Saturday evening there 
bad been 171) registrations by persons of 
alien birth who had taken out their first 
papers prior to 
September 27, mod. 


There were n total of seventy-eight for 
the week, twenty-nine of these eoming 
in Saturday. 
These persons registered 


will go before the circuit court 
next 


February to be examined for complete 
citizenship. 
Those, who took <nut their 


tlr»t papers longer ago than seven year" 
and failed to register not later than Sat- 
urady last will" have to take out new 
papers in order to become JTull citizens, 
but they will bo allowed to vote as here- 
tofore nn their deelnration of intention. 
An eminent legal authority of the Allen 
county bar today made the following 
statement on the subject of the natural- 
ization laws and the franchise: 


"Under clause second, section four (4) 


of the act of congress, of June 20th, 
l!)0fl, an alien not less than two years 
nor more than seven years, after he has 
made bis declaration of intention to be- 
come a citizen of the United States, may 
mnke his application to become a nat- 
uralized citizen. If such person should 
not apply to he naturalized, i. c., to ob- 
tain his full or second papers, within 
tho time limited by the act of congress, 
he could not be naturalized. 
He would 


be obliged to wait two years from the 
time he made his second dcclarntion of 
intention to become 
a 
citizen of the 


United States before he could be nat- 
uralized. 


"To make this clear to him who has 


declared his intention to become a citi- 
zen of the United States, as evidenced 
by his written declaration or what is 
commonly called first papers, but has 
fniled to obtain his second papers evi- 
dencing naturalization, within tho time 
limited, he may, under the laws of In- 
diana, vote at elections, because he has 
once declared his intention to becomo a 
citizen of the United States. The gov- 
ernment of tho United States, under the 
constitution, does not define who shall 
have the right to vote, because the right 
to vote is a right conferred by the con- 
stitution and laws of the state."

He went there naked, without food, tool 


or weapon, to prove that modern man can 
still live the primitive life of his remote 
ancestors.

After laboring a whole day, stopping 
often to rest or sharpen his rudo stone 
knife, ho had removed the skin, "with 
more fat and meat than skin." 


Three more days were required to 


dress the skin with a stone "fleshcr" and 
to strip the meat. Most of the meat he 
hung in his "smoke hole;" somj of it 
he roasted and ate.

New York, Sept. 20.—Jacob Gould

out of Sofia when the Bulgarian capital 
was shut off from the outside, world last 
month. He has just terminated his mis- 


n.'I arrived at Salonica from Sofia, he 


said, "on the evening of the second day of 
the first great battle between the Greeks 
and Bulgarians, the battle of the Kilikis. 
All the trains from the north were bring- 
ing in wounded soldiers and every cab 
in the city was impressed for transport- 
ing them to hospitals. I had to walk to 
my hotel and let porters carry my trunks. 
Next day I learned that 2,500 soldiers 
had been" brought in, and official reports 
after the third day of the-hattlc said that 
10,000 Greeks had been killed or wound- 
ed, while the loss to Bulgaria was still 
heavier.

'The fate of Bulgaria is tragic. T 


talked with tlie prime minister three days 
before the fight began. 
Bulgaria might 


have had from her allies, with scarcely 
a word of controversy, all Turkey in Eu- 
rope, from Chatalja and the Black sea 
ns far west as the Vardar river, with 
the exception of Salonica and a small bit 
to the north. But although this was the 
larger share of the 
spoils, 
Bulgaria 


wanted more. She insisted that Western 
Macedonia, which the Greeks and Ser- 
vians had taken from the Turks, should 
be turned over to her. In trying to ac- 
quire this small addition of territory 
she not only failed in that undertaking, 
but lost a "large part of the territory 
east of the Vardar river which the allies 
would willingly have assigned to her in 
the beginning. 


"As a result of the war with Bulcaria, 


Greece and Servia gained a largo Coition 
of that territory on the western side 
and the Turkish forces moved northward 
to Adrianople and well up to the. Aegean 
sea. 
After fighting two 
great wars, 


spending hundreds of millions of dollars 
and losing many thousands of soldiers, 
Bulgaria finds herself impoverished, with 
only a fraction of the additional territory, 
which would have come to hnr without 
effort or cost prior to her war upon the 
allies. 


"Greece has practically doubled her 


area and population.

been due to the valor of her soldiers, the 
military genius of King Constantino and 
the capable administration of Prime Min-

Detroit repealed Its pennant victory in 


1908 in tho greatest race In the history 
of the American league. Ten days before 
the season closed tour teams had a chance 
for tho pennant. 
Detroit did not clinch 


the Hag until the very last game of the 
season in Chicago, when tho Chicago 
White Sox whose pitching start had been 
under a terrillc strain, succumbed when a 
victory would have meant the pennant for 
Chicago. Again the Cuba won the world's 
series.

show his daring by a trade In midseason 
which exchanged Sclmefer and Bossman, 
veterans, for Tom Jones and Delahanty.

and guarding against forest fires.

and the flames whipped through the tree 
tops at nearly a mile a minute. And 
beyond and beyond were other smoke 
clouds.

For thrco months, day and night, 
with littlo sleep, often without food, lie 
fought tho fires in that vast, broiling 
wilderness, without ever seeing a human 
face.

Dr. Eric A. Crull, secretary of the 


board of health, is consulting City At- 
torney II. fi. Ilogan for an opinion On 
the housing law paused by the last legis- 
lature. There are one or two tenement 
houses in the 
city where 
conditions 


have been found bad and it is the wish 
of 
the health 
department 
to know 


whether or not action can be. based on 
the new statute, which went into effect 
.Inly 13th Inat. Section 20 of the hous- 
ing act says: 


"In every tenement house hereafter 


erected every 
room, including water- 


olosot apartments and bath-rooms, shall 
have at least one window opening di- 
rectly upon a. yard or court of the di- 
mensions specified in this chapter and 
such window shall be so located as to 
properly light all 
portions of such 


rooms. 


Section 21 prescribes "the minimum 


size find location of windows in "every 
tenement hereafter erected." 


The.re is doubt that the conditions 


sought to be remedied can be reached 
under the law, and the health depart- 
ment is after a definition of those por- 
tions of the act bearing on the cases in 
question. 


DIPHTHERIA IS PERSISTENT. 


New Cases Reported, One of Them in 


Region New in Present Outbreak. 


The present outbreak of diphtheria 


that has attacked almost every Bectlon 


of the city, maintains its hold and the. 
health department is doing everything 
it can to check tho ravages of the dis- 
ease. 
New cases were reported today, 


one of them on Prospect street. 
This 


case puts the Spy Run region oh the. 
scourge map for the first timo during 
the present outbreak. 


Dr. Crull remains hopeful that with 


the continued co-operation of teachers 
and parents the spread of the malady 
will soon be checked and the develop- 
ment of anything like an epidemic pre- 
vented. 


"Of course the situation is bad," said 


Dr. Crull today, ''but it can become 
vastly worse and that is what we are 
determined to prevent. 
Twenty-five or 


thirty cases in a city of seventy-five 
thousand people is not an epidemic. But 
the infection is so wider" scattered that 
it complicates the situation and puzzles 
us to account for it on any ordinary 
(rounds. We hope to gain control with- 
out extreme measures." 


MUNICIPAL NOTES. 


Dr. Eric Crull, secretary of the board 


of health, reports that since the first 
o fthe present year there havo been re- 
corded in his office but thirty-nine cases 
of typhoid fever. He regards this rec- 
ord with pride and remarkable in a city 
of 75,000 people that went through the 
stress of a great flood in which filth -was 
scattered and deposited far and wide. 


The hoard of safety will receive, at to- 


morrow night's meeting a delegation of 
merchants whose places of business are 
on Berry nnd Court streets opposite the 
court house. These business men desire 
to urge some more satisfactory regula- 
tions for the parking of automobiles on 
these streets. It is desired to eliminate 
some inconveniences .that are now borno 
to the detriment of business. 


WANT NEW SIDEWALKS BUILT.
